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Description of the rocket launcher: 


a, “‘ocket jauncher truck (see ‘A™ on Annex} 


| The tyoe designation of the rocket Launcher was "UU-H/t Automat”, 


It was mounted on a TR type truck chassis, manufactured in 


GYOER (P 48/¥ 44). Seats for three men were behind the driver's 


cab. The rocket launcher consisted of four suide rails about 
21 feet long, with the so-called "Automat” installed at their 
lower ends. “hen enroute, the "Automat”™ sheltered the missile- 
farriage, which could be moved along the guide rails by a 
towing cable (see para 3), and the guide rails rested on a 
Supnort behind the driver's cab. The rocket launcher truck 
was eccipped with two cable drums, 4 ladders, 4 spades, 2 
pickaxes and 2 wooden planks. 


b. <Anmmunition truck (see "B* on Annex). 


The truck carried 72 missiles of 20 tc 25 ke each. The méssile 
was about 600 mm long and 100 mm in diameter. The car was 
equipped with 6 spades, 4 pickaxes, 4 ~ooden planks and 2 spare 
cable drums. 


6, Command truck (see "C" on Annex) 
The command truck also had a TR type chassis. It was manned 


by a crew of 6. A generator “as located in the rear part of 
the vehicle. 
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&. Operation of the rocket launcher. 


As soon as the rocket launcher truck had moved into firing po- 
sition (see "D" on xsnex) it “as connected ith the command 
truck by cables. “levating and transversinre mechanisms were 
povered by clectric notors which vere fed fron the rfenerator 
in the command truck. In the “‘utomat", there “ere three 
missiles over each ruide rail with the missiles held by a 
rack. From the comnand truck the missiles vere electrically 
released and lovered on the riissile carriage moving along the 
puide rails. “hen the missile touched the carriage a yellow 
lan» flashed in the command truck. Tle carriare vas then 
pulled out of the “‘utomat.” by means of a cable and a pro- 
fective shield slid over the “cutomat". “hen this hanpened 

a horn was blovm and the cre” of the rocket launcher truck 
sought cover about 65 feet from the car. “"e missile carriare 
was then pulled upwards on the ruide rails and the missile “as 
ignited from the command truck, this process veing indicated 
by the flashing up of a red lamp. “hen the ruiissile finally 
Left the carriage, a green lamp flashed in the comnand truck. 
The missile carriage “as again lowered into the “Automat”. 


The movenent @nto a prepared firing position lasted about 20 
minutes. Twelve rockets were fired “ithin eight minutes. The 
rockets were either fragmentation missiles “ith blue-red 
strips or incendiary missiles “ith green-red strips. The 
rockets hit an area about 400 feet wide and 1°0 feet deep. 

Phe targets placed in this arca “ere heavily nierced because 
of the spray effect of the rockets. 


as to the number of guide rails, the transportation of rockets 
on a missile carriage and the release of rockets by an elec- 
trical impulse given from the command truck, the reported 
rocket Launcher unit is entirely different from the knovn 
Soviet units "M-8", "M-15", and "M-31",. 


The central release of rockets from the command truck ttudicates 
that the unit may be an antiaircraft rocket launcher. 


It is inferred from the data given that the missiles had a 
caliber of betveen 100 and 150 mn. 


Credibility of the report cannot be determined.
